the broadminded skicr to enjoy the cross 
country skiing but are"useless" to the 
Editor, just like the telemark. Some day 
the writer , when in the distant future 
he is too stiff to ski, misht share the 
opinion of the Editor the % the Second. 
Class test is a bit "tricky," but ane 
then he prefers to differ. 

When the Editor chooses to publish the 
Fourth and Third Class tests, it would 
be well if he first acquaints himself 
with the tests as we sive them. In the 
near future I hope to see a correct and « 
complete list of these two tests pub-.

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SKI TRICKS 


If the Ed. were for a minute to con- 
sider the dictionary definition of "trick" 
~-"an act of deception,” "a vicious 
practice" or "a round of cards," he 
would immediately have to withdraw from 
the current controversy on tests and 
telemarks. To avert such ignominy the 
-Ed. hastens to present a new, improved 
definition of the word as applied to 
skiing: 

Trick, a maneuver that is flashy, 
useful at times, never essential. | 
Examples: jump-turn, gelaendesprung, 
Skating stride, two- and three- -~step, 
tournaments , telemarks and summer- 
saults. : 

Ability to perform the four of .these 
tricks contained in the ski tests is 
certainly indicative of coordination and 
excellence of technique. It is also ar- 
gued that mastery of the same four tricks 
is essential to touring. The tests them- 
selves are acclaimed as indices to the 
ability to make short tours (4th class) 
long tours (3rd class) or to master tour- 
ing (2nd class). 

Does anyone really believe that touring 
ability is being tested? Read the tests. 
It is nearly analogous to state that’ any 
all-round track man is a mountaineer. Or 
we might go farther in the making of a 
mountaineer, and give some such tests as 
these: 

Fourth class. Demonstrate use of pres-. 
sure holds on 70° face. Hang by the fin- 
gers to a one inch ledge for 15 minutes. 
Climb Qualification Crack at Cragmont in 
LO minutes; rope-down in 30 seconds.’ 
Artificial aids permitted. 

Third classe 
lay-back. Show proper use of back and 
kneee Climb a 65° face without using 
hands to demonstrate balance. Climb 
Qualification Crack in 5 minutes; rope- 
down in 15 seconds. | 

Second class. Demonstrate piton tech- 
nigquee Hold a 10-foot piton fall. Hold 
5 foot falls with sitting and standing 
hip and shoulder belays. With pitons for 
safety lead over a 20-foot overhang, 
and rope down so fast your patch smokes. 

First class, A racing test. Climb the 
oe Spire in 3 hours flat

‘Passing these tests entitles the candi- 
date to a "master mountaineer" badge in 
three colors.

Of course, every man is entitled to 
name his own poison, and possibly the 
telemark has the fewest antidotes. But 
why cram the turn down a skierts throat, - 
through such artifice as a Ski-technique 
test, when even a mediocre skier like the 
Ed. "can christy, in any snow that is 
telemarkable" complete with pack.
